TRIPOLI, Libya (AP) — Ab- 

del-Hakim Belhaj is an 
emerging hero of the Lib¬ 
yan uprising, the man Vv'ho 
led the Tripoli Brigade that 
svv'ept into the capital and 
captured the fortified com¬ 
pound that was Moammar 
Gadhafi’s seat of power. 
He's also the former leader 
of an Islamic militant group 
who says he was tortured 
by CIA agents at a secret 
prison. 

Belhaj, the rebels' com¬ 
mander in Tripoli, said Fri¬ 
day that the U.S. wrongly 
lumped him in with terrorists 
after Sept. 11, but that he 
holds no grudge. He said 
he shares the West's goal 
of a free Libya. 

“We call and hope for a 
civil country that is ruled 
by the law which we were 
not allowed to enjoy under 
Godhafi," he told The Asso¬ 
ciated Press. “The identity 
of the country will be left up 
to the people to choose." 
He was not always so in¬ 
clusive. In a 1996 state¬ 
ment he wrote as leader 
of the now-dissolved Liby¬ 
an Islamic Fighting Group, 
Belhaj wrote a statement 
vowing to fight “all the de¬ 
viant groups that call for 
democracy or fight for the 
sake of it."Though Belhaj 
and many others who re¬ 
sisted Godhafi for decades 
considered their fight an Is¬ 
lamic cause, both secular 
and religious Libyans took 
part in the uprising that led 
to Gadhafi's downfall. Sec¬ 
ular Libyans and the West 
are hoping Belhaj's ac¬ 
tions match what he told 
the Libyan people minutes 
after arriving at Gadhafi's 
Bab ol-Aziziyo compound 
Aug. 23.

NEW ORLEANS (AP) — A 

large storm system churn¬ 
ing in the Gulf Of Mexico 
grew Friday into Tropical 
Storm Lee, beginning a 
weekend-long assault that 
could bring up to 20 inches 
(50 centimeters) of rain in 
some spots from Louisiana 
to the Florida Panhandle. 
The storm was expected to 
make landfall on the cen¬ 
tral Louisiana coast late 
Saturday and turn east to¬ 
ward New Orleans, where it 
would provide the biggest 
test of rebuilt levees since 
Hurricane Gustav struck on 
Labor Day 2008. Residents 
who hove survived killer 
hurricanes such as Betsy, 
Camille and Katrina didn’t 
expect Lee to live up to 
that legacy. “It’s a lot of 
rain. It’s nothing, nothing 


to Katrina,” said Malcolm 
James, 59, a federal inves¬ 
tigator in New Orleans who 
lost his home after levees 
broke during Katrina in Au¬ 
gust 2005 and hod to be 
airlifted by helicopter. “This 


is mild,” he said. “Things 
could be worse."Lee 
comes less than a week 
after Hurricane Irene killed 
more than 40 people from 
North Carolina to Maine 
and knocked out power to 


millions. It was too soon to 
tell if Hurricane Katia, out in 
the Atlantic, could endan¬ 
ger the U.S. 

By Friday evening, the 
outer bands of Lee, the 
12th named storm of the 
Atlantic hurricane season, 
already began dumping 
rain over southeastern Loui¬ 
siana, southern Mississippi 
and Alabama. The storm’s 
biggest impact, so far, has 
been in the Gulf of Mexico 
oil fields. About half the 
Gulf’s normal daily oil pro¬ 
duction has been cut as rigs 
were evacuated, though 
oil prices were down sharp¬ 
ly Friday on sour economic 
news. Federal authorities 
said 169 of the 617 staffed 
production platforms have 
been evacuated, along 
with 16 of the 62 drilling rigs.

That's reduced daily pro¬ 
duction by about 666,000 
barrels of oil and 1.7 billion 
cubic feet of gas. Tropical 
storm warning flags were 
flying from Mississippi to 
Texas and flash flood warn¬ 
ings extended along the 
Alabama coast into the 
Florida Panhandle. 


The National Hurricane 
Center said the center of 
Lee was about 180 miles 
(290 km) west-southwest of 
the mouth of the Mississippi 
River on Friday and moving 
north at just 3 mph (6 kph). 
Forecasters say that Lee’s 
maximum sustained winds 
had increased slightly 
throughout the day to 45 
mph (75 kph), and could 


get stronger. Governors in 
Louisiana and Mississippi, as 
well as the mayor of New 
Orleans, declared states 
of emergency. Officials in 
several coastal Louisiana 
and Mississippi communi¬ 
ties called for voluntary 
evacuations. The Army 
Corps of Engineers was 
closing floodgates along 
the Harvey Canal, a com¬

“You ore facing o historic 
moment; o responsibility in 
front of God and the world, 
to protect and preserve 
the security of your coun¬ 
try. To hove justice, equal¬ 
ity and welfare,” he told Al- 
Jozeero. “We have to unite 
and join the ranks to build 
the country.” 

Belhoj has the support of 
the leader of the rebels’ 
Notional Transitional Coun¬ 
cil, Mustafa Abdul-Jolil. 
Trading his army fatigues 
for o business suit, Belhoj 
accompanied Abdul-Jalil 
on o trip to Qatar, where 
on Monday they urged 
NATO representatives and 
Western officials to extend 
NATO operations to pro¬ 
tect civilians from the rem¬ 
nants of Godhofi’s regime 
that continue to fight. 

The next day in the rebels’ 
temporary capital of Beng¬ 
hazi, Abdul-Jalil pointed 
to that conference as evi¬ 
dence that Belhoj is some¬ 
one the council con trust. 
“He doesn’t pose o threat 
to the world's safety,” he 
said. 

The Libyan Islamic Fighting 
Group was not o mono¬ 
lithic entity, explained one 
U.S. official familiar with the 
group. 

Some branches have hod 
connections with ol-Qoi- 
do in Sudan, Afghanistan 
or Pakistan, but others 


dropped any relationship 
with al-Qoido entirely. Bel- 
hoj led a faction that dis¬ 
avowed al-Qaida and de¬ 
clared its commitment to 
establishing a democracy 
in Libya, the official said, 
speaking on condition of 
anonymity to discuss mat¬ 
ters of intelligence. 

But U.S. officials ore “watch¬ 
ing to see whether or not 
this is for real, or just for 
show,” the official said. 
Belhoj, 45, is o soft-spoken 
man with o thick black 
beard. The father of two 
boys is shy when speaking 
to female journalists. 

In on interview at his head¬ 
quarters of the sprawling 
military airport in central 
Tripoli, Belhoj played down 
his Islamist ties. 

“We never hove and never 
will support what they coll 
terrorism,” he said. 

Belhoj was o civil engineer¬ 
ing student and Godhafi 
opponent when he fled 
Libya and went to Saudi 
Arabia in the 1980s. 

He later joined the U.S.- 
backed resistance to the 
Soviet occupation of Af¬ 
ghanistan, fighting along¬ 
side militants who would go 
on to form ol-Qaida. 

He said members of the ter¬ 
ror group asked him to join, 
but he refused because he 
disagreed with its ideology 
of global jihad, or holy war, 
and wanted to focus on 
ridding Libya of Godhofl.Q

Walburga Bur, a spokes¬ 
woman for the Federal 
Prosecutors Office in Bern, 
told The Associated Press 
that the men’s indictment 
is planned for this fall. 

Bur said a shortened proce¬ 
dure, 

under which defendants 
admit the basic charges 
against them but face no 
more than five years impris¬ 
onment, was possible. 
Breaking Swiss laws ban¬ 
ning the export of nuclear 
material normally carries o 


penalty of up to 10 years 
imprisonment. 

Bur declined to comment 
on a report in the Swiss 
daily Blick, which claimed 
that federal prosecutors 
and the men's lawyers 
were in negotiations for a 
shortened procedure. Blick 
reported Friday that such 
a deal could ensure po¬ 
litically sensitive aspects of 
the investigation aren’t dis¬ 
cussed in court. 

The lawyers didn’t imme¬ 
diately respond to emails 
and telephone messages 
requesting comment.Q 
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Clergy prayer ban at 9/11 event criticized

NEW YORK (AP) — Chris¬ 
tian conservatives are con¬ 
demning Mayor Michael 
Bloomberg's decision to 
bar clergy-led prayer at the 
10th anniversary commem¬ 
oration of the terrorist at¬ 
tacks, calling the program 
an insult. Others wonder 
whether the mayor is trying 
to dodge the potentially 
thorny issue of including a 
Muslim representative. 

The mayor’s office says the 
annual event focuses on 
relatives of Sept. 11, 2001, 
victims and has never in¬ 
cluded clergy invoca¬ 
tions. Bloomberg has said it 
would be impossible to in¬ 
clude everyone who would 
like to participate.Evelyn Er- 
skine, a Bloomberg spokes¬ 
woman, said the program 
was designed in coordina¬ 
tion with 9/11 families and 
included readings that 
were “spiritual and person¬ 
al in nature.” Six moments 
of silence were planned 
for personal reflection and 
prayer. Police and fire 
chaplains who work with 
the 9/11 families will attend.

“Rather than have dis¬ 
agreements over which re¬ 
ligious leaders participate, 
we would like to keep the 
focus of our commemora¬ 
tion ceremony on the fam¬ 
ily members of those who 
died,” Erskine said. 

Several New York religious 
leaders say they under¬ 
stand the mayor’s position. 


They point to the multi¬ 
tude of religious events sur¬ 
rounding the anniversary as 
evidence faith isn’t being 
overlooked. 

“I just think a decision was 
made to give priority to the 
families. If this means more 
families will be attending, I 
think all of us can accept 
that,” said Rabbi Joseph 
Potasnik, executive vice 
president of the New York 
Board of Rabbis. 

However, critics including 
the Catholic League and 
the Family Research Coun¬ 
cil, argue the program re¬ 
flects prejudice against reli¬ 
gion and ignores the central 
role religious groups played 
in the city’s 9/11 response. 
For weeks. Trinity Wall Street, 
an Episcopal congrega¬ 


tion near the World Trade 
Center site, allowed rescue 
workers to operate from its 
chapel. Faith-based ser¬ 
vice agencies volunteered 
for a range of duties, from 
feeding recovery teams to 
counseling families. Clergy 
organized interfaith servic¬ 
es for the city, most promi¬ 
nently at Yankee Stadium. 
“Nobody was turning reli¬ 
gious leaders away from 
the scene 10 years ago. 
Why are they being banned 
from the 10th anniversary?” 
said the Rev. Richard Land, 
who leads the public policy 
arm of the Southern Baptist 
Convention, the nation’s 
largest Protestant group. 
“The only answer pure 
and simple is anti-religious 
prejudice.”□

The mood at the State House is nothing short of jubilant at 
the prospect of casino gambling coming to Massachu¬ 
setts at last. The new bill creating a path for three casi¬ 
nos and a slot-machine parlor blazed through the rele¬ 
vant committee 16 to 0 last week; all opponents could 
muster were a few token abstentions. Last year's political 
recriminations have melted away. Governor Deval Pat¬ 
rick, House Speaker Robert DeLeo, and Senate President 
Therese Murray are bowing graciously to each other like 
something out of the old comic "Alphonse and Gaston.” 
After you, Alphonse! The talk is all of 8,000 permanent jobs 
and billions of dollars in licensing fees and other invest¬ 
ments. The State House News Service reports that the most 
notable aspect of the bill's debut was "the utter lack of 
perceptible obstacles to passage.” And yet I can't help 
but feel a little sad. The capitulation to expanded gam¬ 
bling in Massachusetts represents a failure of imagination 
and will. After years of relentless attacks on broad-based 
taxes as the fairest way to fund public needs, even liberals 
are disheartened. Why not just accept the revenues from 
what former governor William Weld called "voluntary tax¬ 
ation” instead? 

Here's why. Gambling revenue - like user fees, naming 
rights, specialty license plates, and other forms of "volun¬ 
tary” contributions to government - erodes a fundamen¬ 
tal idea of democracy: that we're all in this together. In¬ 
stead of all people contributing equitably to the common 
good, a casino economy fractures the social compact. □

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DNA led to suicide ruling in US mansion death

SAN DIEGO (AP) — Foot¬ 
prints spotted on a dusty 
balcony and traces of 
DNA found on knives and 
pieces of rope helped in- 
vesfigafors conclude fhaf 
fhe mysterious death of 
a Myanmar-born woman 
found hanging naked at a 
historic California mansion 
was a suicide, authorities 
said Friday. 

The averwhelming physi¬ 
cal evidence suggests that 
Rebecca Zahau baund her 


The boy. Max Shacknai, 
had suffered injuries days 
earlier in a fall dawn the 
mansion’s stairs. He later 
died tram his brain injuries 
from the fall that authorities 
ruled an accident. 

“Was Max’s death a ha- 
micide? The answer is no,” 
Gore said at a news con¬ 
ference. “It was a tragic 
accident. Was Rebecca’s 
death a homicide? Again 
the answer is no. It was a 
suicide ... These deaths 
were not the result of any 
criminal acts.”

ankles and wrists, tied a 
rope around her neck and 
hung herself from the bal¬ 
cony of her pharmaceu¬ 
tical tycoon boyfriend’s 
home in suburban San 
Diego in July, San Diego 
County Sheriff Bill Gore said. 
Zahau, 32, was discovered 
dead six hours after she re¬ 
trieved a voice mail that 
her bayfriend’s 6-year-ald 
son condition had sud¬ 
denly worsened and that 
he was unlikely to survive, 
investigators said. 


Other evidence included 
fingerprints and a message 
in black paint left by Za¬ 
hau on the bedroom door. 
Gore said. He declined 
to disclose the message’s 
content and stopped short 
of calling it a suicide ncte. 
The wcman and the boy 
are linked to Jonah Shack¬ 
nai, faunder and chief ex¬ 
ecutive of Medicis Pharma¬ 
ceuticals Corp. and owner 
of the 27-room waterfront 
mansion. Zahau was his 
girlfriend of two years. Max 


was his san from a marriage 
that ended in divorce in 
2008. 

“Nothing will ever be the 
same for our families after 
these losses, but with to¬ 
day’s information provid¬ 
ing some much needed 
answers, we will try to re¬ 
build our lives and hanor 
the memories we carry 
with us,” Shacknai said in a 
statement. 

Na one saw Max Shacknai 
fall, but Zahau was home 
with her 13-year-old sister 
and heard a loud noise, in¬ 
vestigators said. 
Investigators believe the 
boy fell over a railing of a 
U-shaped staircase, struck 
a chandelier and hit an¬ 
other railing befare falling 
on his face. He was faund 
near braken chandelier 
glass, two soccer balls and 
a scooter. 

The boy injured his neck, 
which stopped his heart 
and breathing far abaut 30 
minutes, said Dr. Jonathan 
Lucas of the San Diego 
County Medical Examiner’s 
Office. The lack cf oxygen 
to his brain caused irrevers¬ 
ible damage and his death 
five days later. 

Two days after the boy’s 
fall, Shacknai’s brother, 
Adam, called police to re¬ 
port that Zahau appeared 
to be dead, investigators 
said. The brother was stay¬ 
ing in a mansion guest¬ 
house. Jonah Shacknai 
was not at hame. 

Friday’s 1'/ 2 -hour news con¬ 
ference included a video 
reenactment of how inves¬ 
tigators think Zahau bound 
her wrists. 

They believe she used two 
knives to cut rope that 
she tied to bedposts and 
around her wrists and an-

kies. Gore said. She loosely 
bound her wrists, took one 
arm out and put both arms 
her back before tightening 
the noose, he said. 

Zahau’s DNA was found on 
the rope and the bedposts, 
her fingerprints were on the 
bedposts and her footprints 
were on the balcony. The 
knives were recovered in 
the bedroom, one with her 
DNA and another with her 
fingerprints. Gore said. 

“We don’t know exactly 
how this event occurred,” 
sheriff’s Sgt. Dave Ne¬ 
meth said. “We don’t 
know in what order things 
were done. The only per¬ 
son who can answer that 
question, unfortunately, is 
deceased. ”□ 


Grizzly caught; 
no link to death

BILLINGS, Montana (AP) — 

Yellowstone National Park 
officials captured a grizzly 
bear Friday near the site 
of a fatal attack, but they 
were not sure whether it is 
the bruin responsible for a 
Michigan hiker’s death last 
week, a park spokesman 
said. 

The 25-year-old, 420-pound 
(190-kilogram) male grizzly 
was to be collared and re¬ 
leased back into the park 
after officials take hair sam¬ 
ples, spokesman Al Nash 
said. 

If the bear’s DNA matches 
that of samples found at 
the site and additional evi¬ 
dence from the scene links 
the grizzly to 59-year-old 
John Wallace’s death, the 
bear will be tracked down 
and killed, Nash said. 

“If we feel that we can pos¬ 
itively link a bear to the in¬ 
cident site, then the deter¬ 
mination has been made 
that we will kill the bear. 
The DNA is an important 
part of that, but it’s not the 
only part of that,” he said. 
Park officials had sent hair 
samples collected near 
Wallace’s body to be test¬ 
ed, but those DNA results 
proved to be inconclusive, 
Nash said. 

More samples are being 
sent to conduct another 
round of tests, he said. 
There were no eyewit¬ 
nesses to the attack, and 
a DNA match alone won’t 
be conclusive in determin¬ 
ing whether a bear was re¬ 
sponsible for the attack or 
happened upon the body 
afterward, Nash said. □

White House officials 
were told of inquiry

INGTON - Three White 
House officials were told 
about the existence of a 
gun-trafficking investiga¬ 
tion in Arizona that led to 
the replacement of the 
administration’s top fire¬ 
arms official, according to 
newly disclosed emails the 
Justice Department sent to 
Congress this week. But the 
emails do not contain any 
discussion of the tactics of 
the investigation - called 
Operation Fast and Furi¬ 
ous - that have made it the 
subject of a heated con¬ 
gressional inquiry. 

The authorities monitored 
suspected “straw buyers” 
in an effort to identify who 
they were working with, 
rather than moving quickly 
to arrest them and take 
their guns off the street. 

The documents, first dis¬ 
closed Friday by The Los 
Angeles Times, emerged 
days after a major shake- 
up related to the Fast and 
Furious oversight investi¬ 
gation. On Monday, the 
Justice Department an¬ 
nounced the resignation of 
the U.S. attorney in Phoenix 
and the replacement of 
the acting head of the Bu¬ 
reau of Alcohol, Tobacco, 
Firearms and Explosives.

administration official who 
sanctioned or knew about 
the investigative tactics 
used in Fast and Furious. 

No evidence has emerged 
that there was any high- 
level authorization for the 
tactics, however, and ATF 
supervisors and higher- 
level Justice Department 
officials have said they did 
not know about the tactics 
at the time, let alone brief 
their superiors about them. 
While the newly disclosed 
emails do not supply evi¬ 
dence to the contrary, 
they do shed new light on 
a back-channel commu¬ 
nication between the ATF 
supervisor on the case and 
a White House official that 
included some discussion 
of the existence of Fast and 
Furious. The bureau supervi¬ 
sor, William Newell, testified 
in July that he occasion¬ 
ally spoke about Southwest 
border gun trafficking with 
Kevin O'Reilly, a member of 
the White House's national 
security staff who handled 
North American issues. 

The two were old friends, 
and O'Reilly was then on 
detail to the White House 
from the State Depart¬ 
ment, where he has since 
returned. 

The newly disclosed emails 
show that their conversa¬ 
tions about gun-trafficking 
issues were more exten¬ 
sive than previously known. 
Newell made passing ref¬ 
erence to the existence of 
a case that appears to be 
Fast and Furious, though 
he did not name it, in two 
email chains in July and

En¬ 
vironmentalists, a crucial 
Obama constituency, ac¬ 
cused him of caving to cor¬ 
porate polluters, and the 
American Lung Association 
threatened to restart the 


legal action it had begun 
against rules proposed by 
President George W. Bush. 
The White House has been 
under heavy pressure 
from Republican lawmak¬ 
ers and major industries, 
which have condemned 
the stricter standard as an 
unnecessary jobs killer. The 
Environmental Protection 
Agency, whose scientific 
advisers favored the tighter 
limits, had predicted the 


proposed change would 
cost up to $90 billion a year, 
making it one of the most 
expensive environmental 
regulations ever imposed in 
the U.S. 

The Clean Air Act bars the 
EPA from considering the 
costs of complying when 
setting public health stan¬ 
dards. 

Obama said his decision 
was made in part to re¬ 


duce regulatory burdens 
and uncertainty at a time 
of rampant questions 
about the strength of the 
U.S. economy. 

White House officials said 
the president's decision 
was not the product of in¬ 
dustry pressure, and they 
said the administration 
would continue to fight 
other efforts by Republi¬ 
cans to dismantle the EPA’s 
authority. That was little 
consolation for many of the 
president’s supporters. The 
group MoveOn.org issued 
a scathing statement, say¬ 
ing Obama’s decision was 
one it would have expect¬ 
ed from his Republican pre¬ 
decessor. 

“Many MoveOn members 
are wondering today how 
they can ever work for Pres¬ 
ident Obama’s re-election, 
or make the case for him 
to their neighbors, when he 
does something like this, af¬ 
ter extending the Bush tax 
cuts for the rich and giving 
in to ... demands on the 
debt deal,” said Justin Ru¬ 
ben, the group’s executive 
director. 

The American Lung Asso¬ 
ciation, which had sued 
the EPA over Bush's smog 
standards, said it would re¬ 
sume its legal fight now that 
Obama was essentially en¬ 
dorsing the weaker limit. 
The group had suspended 
its lawsuit after the Obama 
administration pledged to 
change it. Underscoring 
the economic concerns: 
a new report Friday that 
showed the economy es¬ 
sentially adding no jobs in 
August and the unemploy¬ 
ment rate stubbornly stuck 
at 9.1 percent.^

NEW YORK (AP) — Police 
Commissioner Raymond 
Kelly sits at the head of a 
conference table in a top- 
floor office that looks like a 
cross between a Fortune 
500 boardroom and a Best 
Buy sales floor. He is calling 
up security-camera feeds 
that appear on wall-to-wall 
flat screens. 

If he wants, he can produce 
a military-style aerial map 
of lower Manhattan, in¬ 
cluding Wall Street and the 
block where the Twin Tow¬ 
ers fell. But on this weekday, 
he zooms in on a homeless 
man passed out in a bus 
stop on the Upper West 
Side, then emails a photo 
to the neighborhood’s 
precinct house, prodding 
commanders there to get 
the man shelter. The scene 
put two of the 69-year-old 
commissioner’s trademarks 
on display: an obsessive 
attention to detail and an 
insatiable appetite for the 
latest technology. He also 
is known for an impervious 
attitude toward questions 


about the New York Police 
Department’s counterterror 
tactics, which have raised 
misgivings about civil rights 
and unchecked power. 
Kelly believes his record 
speaks for itself. Nine years 
after taking over a depart¬ 


ment stunned by the events 
of Sept. 11, there have been 
no more successful attacks. 
And New Yorkers, he said, 
can thank the NYPD. 
“We've done so many 
things,” he told The Associ¬ 
ated Press in an interview 
in early August. “There’s 
no guarantees. We live in 
an unsafe world, but rela¬ 
tively speaking. New York is 
a very safe place, and it’s 
palpable.” 

His unwavering support 


from a three-term mayor, 
Michael Bloomberg, and 
his unusual longevity add 
to his influence. 

If he finishes out Bloom¬ 
berg's third term in 2013 as 
expected, Kelly will have 
served longer than any 
other police commissioner, 
more than 11 years total. 
Right now, only one of 40 
previous police commis¬ 
sioners has served longer in 
the post, created by Gov. 
Theodore Roosevelt in 1900. 
Under Kelly’s leadership. 
New York has seen its homi¬ 
cide rate plummet. In 2009, 
the city had 471 killings, the 
lowest number since reli¬ 
able record-keeping be¬ 
gan in 1963, and a stark 
comparison from a record- 
high 2,245 in 1990. 

But it is his approach to ter¬ 
rorism that has gotten him 
the most attention. And, 
said police historian Thom¬ 
as Reppetto, his track re¬ 
cord has set new standards 
for policing. “Before 9/11, 
police weren’t judged on 
their counterterrorism abili¬ 
ties,” he said. “Kelly has cre¬ 
ated a blueprint for how a 
police department should 
respond to counterterror¬ 
ism. And that's an origi¬ 
nal.” Kelly’s aggressive ap¬ 
proach to counterterrorism 
has been largely lauded. 
President Barack Obama 
visited headquarters after 


the department handled a 
car bomb that nearly went 
off in Times Square in May 
2010 and thanked Kelly for 
his work defending the city. 
The New York native began 
his law enforcement career 
with the NYPD in 1966 after 
a tour in Vietnam with the 
U.S. Marine Corps. Over the 
next four decades, he held 
every rank in the depart¬ 
ment. 

He also graduated from 
Manhattan College, 

earned law degrees from 
St. John’s and New York 
universities and a master’s 
degree in public adminis¬ 
tration from the Kennedy 
School of Government at 
Harvard University. 

He served as police com¬ 
missioner under Mayor Da¬ 
vid Dinkins from 1992 to 
1994 and later became a 
Treasury Department offi¬ 
cial in charge of the Secret 
Service, the Bureau of Alco¬ 
hol, Tobacco and Firearms, 
and the agency that used 
to be known as the U.S. 
Customs Service. 

His last job before his cur¬ 
rent NYPD stint was as a 
security manager for the 
now-defunct Bear Stearns 
Companies. In 2006, he was 
awarded France’s highest 
decoration, the Legion of 
Honor, for creating a liai¬

Europeans ban Syrian oil 
as crackdown continues

VIENNA (AP) — The U.N. 

nuclear agency says it is 
“increasingly concerned” 
about a stream of intelli¬ 
gence suggesting that Iran 
continues to work secretly 
on developing a nuclear 
payload for a missile and 
other components of a nu¬ 
clear weapons program.

ing shared internally with the 
35 IAEA member nations and 
the U.N. Security Council. It 
also said Tehran has fulfilled 
a pledged mode earlier this 
year and started installing 
equipment to enrich uranium 
at a new location — an un¬ 
derground bunker that is bet¬ 
ter protected from air attack 
than its present enrichment 
facilities.Enrichment can pro¬ 
duce both nuclear fuel and 
fissile warhead material, and 
Tehran — which says it wants 
only to produce fuel with the 
technology — is under four 
sets of U.N. Security Coun¬ 
cil sanctions for refusing to 
freeze enrichment, which it 
says it needs for fuel only. 

It also denies secretly ex¬ 
perimenting with a nuclear 


weapons program and 
has blocked a four-year 
attempt by the IAEA to 
follow up on intelligence 
that it secretly designed 
blueprints linked to a 
nuclear payload on a 
missile, experimented 
with exploding a nuclear 
charge, and conducted 
work on other compo¬ 
nents of a weapons pro¬ 
gram. 

In a 2007 estimate, the 


U.S. intelligence com¬ 
munity said that while 
Iran had worked on a 
weapons program such 


activities appeared to 
have ceased in 2003. But 
diplomats say a later intel¬ 
ligence summary avoided 
such specifics, and recent 
IAEA reports on the topic 
have expressed growing 
unease that such activi¬ 
ties may be continuing.The 
phrase “increasingly con¬ 
cerned” has not appeared 
in previous reports discuss¬ 
ing Iran’s alleged nuclear 
weapons work and reflects 


the frustration felt by IAEA 
chief Yukiya Amano over 
the lack of progress in his

BEIRUT - European Union 
members escalated the 
pressure on Syria’s govern¬ 
ment Friday by banning all 
imports of Syrian oil in re¬ 
sponse to its violent suppres¬ 
sion of the nearly six-month- 
old uprising. It was the most 
punitive action by the EU to 
date over the crackdown 
in Syria, which sells nearly all 
its oil to Europe and whose 
government relies heavily 
on that export income. 

The new sanctions, which 
take effect Saturday, came 
as anti-government protest¬ 
ers in Syria marched and 
demonstrated in a number 
of cities and towns, includ¬ 
ing Damascus suburbs, de¬ 
spite a heavy presence of 
police officers and troops 
- in some cases outnum¬ 
bering the protesters. Activ¬ 
ists and witnesses reported 
that 11 people were killed in 
the protests that arganizers 
called “the Friday at ‘death 
befare humiliation.’” 

The EU, like the U.S., has 
already prohibited Euro¬ 
peans from doing business 
with top Syria officials, in¬ 
cluding President Bashar 
Assad and his close aides, 
to pressure him to halt the 
crackdown.

Turkey expels Israel 
ambassador over raid

ANKARA, Turkey (AP) — Tur¬ 
key expelled Israel's ambas¬ 
sador and cut military ties 
over Israel's refusal to apol¬ 
ogize for last year's deadly 
raid on a Gaza-bound aid 
flotilla, further straining a 
relationship that had been 
a cornerstone of regional 
stability. The dramatic move 
came Friday, hours before 
the release of a U.N. report 
that called the Israeli raid 
that killed nine pro-Palestin¬ 
ian activists “excessive and 
unreasonable." The U.N. 
panel also blamed Turkey 
and flotilla organizers for 
contributing to the deaths. 
The rupture between the 
Jewish state and what was 
once its most important 
Muslim ally raised concerns 
Egypt and Jordan might fol¬ 
low, increasing Israel's iso¬ 
lation in the region. “If this 
ends with Turkey, it will be 
a miracle," said Alon Liel, a 
former Israeli ambassador to 
Turkey. “There is a lot of in¬ 
ternal pressure in Egypt, and 
Turkey could use its clout in 
the Arab and Muslim world 
to pressure other nations 
to follow suit." Turkey hod 
made an Israeli apology 
a condition of improved 
diplomatic ties. But Israel 
insisted its forces acted in 
self defense and said there 
would be no apology. Israeli 
officials pointed out that 
the U.N. report does not 
demand an apology, rec¬ 


ommending instead that 
Israel express regret and 
pay reparations. 

“Israel once again ex¬ 
presses its regret over the 
loss of life, but will not 
apologize for its soldiers 
taking action to defend 
their lives," the govern¬ 
ment said in a statement. 
“As any other state, Israel 
has the right to defend its 
civilians and soldiers." 

The 105-page report said 
Israel’s naval blockade of 
Gaza was legally imposed 
“os o legitimate secu¬ 
rity measure” to prevent 
weapons smuggling, but 
added that the killing of 
eight Turkish activists and a 
Turkish-American was “un¬ 
acceptable." “The events 
of May 31, 2010, should 
never have taken place 
as they did and strenuous 
efforts should be made to 
prevent the occurrence 
of such incidents in the fu¬ 
ture,” the report said.The 
panel criticized Israel for 
failing to give “clear prior 
warning” that the vessels 
were to be boarded and 
failing to use “nonviolent 
options.” But the panel 
also found the flotilla “act¬ 
ed recklessly in attempt¬ 
ing to breach the naval 
blockade.” While the ma¬ 
jority of flotilla participants 
had no violent intentions, 
it said “there exist seri¬ 
ous questions about the 
conduct, true nature and 
objectives of the flotilla 
organizers. ”□ 
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Libyan rebels push toward Gadhafi

MEXICO CITY (AP) — Au¬ 
thorities are investigating 
the kiiiings of two women 
os gender crimes after their 
bound, naked bodies were 
found in a Mexico City 
pork, the copitoi's chief 
prosecutor said Friday. 
Mexico City iow requires 
prosecutors to investigate 
such crimes invoiving wom¬ 
en os gender-reioted, said 
Miguei Moncero. 

But investigators wiii not 
ignore other potentioi mo¬ 
tives, inciuding possibie 
connections to a money- 
exchange business owned 
by one of the victims or the 
fact that both women hod 
been journaiists. 

Money exchanges at Mex¬ 
ico City’s internotionai air¬ 
port have been targeted 
by thieves in the post, 
in on interview with MVS ra¬ 
dio, Moncero did not soy 
whether the women hod 
been sexuoiiy ossouited. 
Autopsies showed that Ro¬ 
cio Gonzaiez and Morceia 
Yarce were strangied with 
rope and iater shot. Their 
hands were tied behind 
their backs. 

Yarce heiped found the 
news magazine Controiin- 
eo. The magazine’s direc¬ 
tor, Miguei Bodiiio, toid MVS 
that Yarce soid advertising 
for the pubiicotion but she 
was no ionger reporting for 
it. 

The magazine has shorpiy 
criticized the government, 
and Bodiiio said Friday that 
it has not been given any 
government advertising. 
Fie oiso said the pubiico- 


tion has faced iowsuits from 
companies and individuais 
angered by its reporting. 

Fie said that by seiiing ad¬ 
vertising, Yarce pioyed 
“a key roie” in heiping the 
magazine survive. But she 
wasn't invoived in any of 
the magazine’s investiga¬ 
tion nor hod she receive 
threats, according to the 
inter American Press Asso¬ 
ciation. 

“We deepiy condemn 
these acts and urge the au¬ 
thorities not to discount any 
hypothesis,” said press as¬ 
sociation chairman Gonza- 
io Morroquin said in a state¬ 
ment. “We have enough 
experience in recent years 
to know not to prejudge 
any acts against a journaiist 
before a thorough investi¬ 
gation.” 

Apart from the iowsuits, 
“there is nothing eise that 


wouid moke us suspect 
that this event was reioted 
to her (Yarce’s) journaiistic 
work,” Moncero said. 
Gonzaiez was invoived in 
a project for on in-house 
pubiicotion for on unspeci¬ 
fied corporation and was a 
former reporter for the Teie- 
viso teievision network, Bo- 
diiio said.

Study: 12,000 Iraqi civilians 
killed by suicide bombs

BAGHDAD - Whiie sophisticated roadside bombs have 
taken a heavy toii on U.S. troops over the course of 
the war here, suicide bombings hove iorgeiy been o 
hoiimork of sectarian warfare, independent research¬ 
ers have now tried to quantify their damage, poring 
through data complied from death reports to con¬ 
clude that more than 12,000 Iraqis have been killed in 
at least 1,000 suicide attacks since the U.S.-led invasion. 
The paper is part of a series by the British medical jour¬ 
nal The Lancet on the health consequences of the at¬ 
tacks on Sept. 11, 2001, which set off wars in Iraq and 
Afghanistan in which suicide bombings have become 
common, as they have in Pakistan. 

The Lancet published studies in 2004 and 2006 that 
used samplings of casualties and statistical modeling 
to arrive at tolls of “excess” deaths (those that would 
not have happened without the war), which critics 
said were far too high. The paper released Friday, how¬ 
ever, relied on direct counts of deaths using informa¬ 
tion compiled by Iraq Body Count, an independent 
group that culls news reports and hospital and morgue 
records to try to keep track of civilian deaths. 

Iraq's ability to track the deaths is limited, and its record¬ 
keeping remains poor. The medical establishment is so 
diminished - many educated Iraqis have fled over the 
years - that the wounded are not always treated at a 
hospital, and the dead are buried quickly. 

According to the paper, from March 20, 2003, to the 
end of 2010, suicide bombers killed 12,284 Iraqi civil¬ 
ians and wounded 30,644 others. The attacks killed 200 
coalition troops, including 175 from the United States. 
The report said suicide attacks accounted for about 
10 percent of all armed conflict deaths among civil¬ 
ians and a quarter of all such injuries. Those percent¬ 
ages were based on an overall armed conflict death 
toll of 108,624, according to the Iraq Body Count data. 
Suicide attackers were not counted among the dead 
unless the attacker was a child. 

The researchers could obtain demographic informa¬ 
tion on only about a fourth of the suicide attacks. That 
data showed that men accounted for three-fourths of 
the dead and children were killed in about 16 percent 
of the attacks. Child victims were much more likely to 
die than adult victims. 

The paper’s primary author. Dr. Madelyn Hsiao-Rei 
Hicks of King's College London, said the numbers of 
dead and wounded were probably higher than the 
published reports and records reflected. 

“Suicide bomb injuries are horrific injuries; they are not 
like gunshot wounds, which are usually clean depend¬ 
ing on where you are hit,” Hicks said. □

screen. 

His name, year of birth and 
address were recorded. A 
worker guided Ganger’s 
rough fingers to the glowing 
green surface of a scanner 
to record his fingerprints.

haps one day helping save, 
Haiti’s endangered coral 
reefs.

In¬ 
stead, he found something 
more alarming: dead coral 
as far as the eye could see, 
and almost no fish. He esti¬ 
mates that about 85 per¬ 
cent of the coral reef has 
died. 

In Haiti 54,000 fishermen 
rely on the ocean for their 


Gonave Island, Hodgson 
floated through a waste¬ 
land of intact, dead coral, 
overgrown with algae and 
sponges and nearly devoid 
of fish. 

Haiti has the second-lon¬ 
gest coastline of all the 
Caribbean countries, yet it 
is the only one that has not 
established marine protect¬ 
ed areas where fishing is re¬ 
stricted or off-limits, accord¬ 
ing to the U.N. Environment 
Program. So Reef Check 
decided to survey the reefs 
and propose that the Hai¬ 
tian government create 
marine parks where fish can 
feed, grow and reproduce. 
“It’s an unusual situation to 
come into a country where 
there are no marine ecolo¬ 
gists with respect to coral 
reefs and no marine biolo¬ 
gy programs in universities,” 
Hodgson said. □

Most of India’s poorest citi¬ 
zens are trapped in a sys¬ 
tem of village-based iden¬ 
tity proof that has had the 
perverse effect of making 
migration, which is essential 
to any growing economy, 
much harder. 

The ID project also has the 
potential to reduce the 
kind of corruption that has 
led millions of Indians to 
take to the streets in mass 
demonstrations in recent 
weeks, spurred on by the 
hunger strike of an anti¬ 
corruption activist named 
Anna Hazare. By allowing 
electronic transmission and 
verification of many gov¬ 
ernment services, the iden¬ 
tity system would make it 
much harder for corrupt 
bureaucrats to steal citi¬ 
zens’ benefits. 

India’s prime minister has 
frequently cited the new 
system in response Haz- 
are’s demands. 

The new number-based 
system, known as Aadhaar, 
or foundation, would be 
used to verify the identity 
of any Indian anywhere in 


the country within eight 
seconds, using inexpensive 
hand-held devices linked 
to the mobile phone net¬ 
work. 

It would also serve as a 
shortcut to building real citi¬ 
zenship in a society where 
identity is almost always 
mediated through a group 
- caste, kin and religion. 
Aadhaar would for the first 
time identify each Indian 
as an individual. 

The identity project is, in 
a way, an acknowledg¬ 
ment that India has failed 
to bring its poor along 
the path to prosperity. In¬ 
dia may be the world’s 
second-fastest-growing 
economy, but more than 
400 million Indians live in 
poverty, according to gov¬ 
ernment figures. Nearly half 
of children younger than 5 
are underweight. 

India’s expensive public 
welfare systems are so in¬ 
efficient that warehouses 
overflow with rotting grain 
despite malnutrition rates 
that rival those of sub-Sa¬ 
haran Africa, and much of 
it is siphoned off to the pri¬ 
vate market long before it 
reaches hungry mouths. □

No NFL HGH testing before season begins

NEW YORK (AP) — The NFL 

notified its teams that no 
HGH testing will be con¬ 
ducted before the season 
begins next Thursday. 

In a document sent to the 
league's management 
council and to all 32 teams. 


and obtained by The Asso¬ 
ciated Press on Friday, NFL 
lead counsel Jeff Pash says 
a disagreement with the 
union over testing proce¬ 
dures will prevent the pro¬ 
gram from starting before 
Week 1. 

When the league and play¬ 
ers’ association struck a 


new collective bargaining 
agreement, blood testing 
for human growth hormone 
was part of the deal — but 
only if the union agreed to 
the methods. 

The NFLPA has not agreed, 
however, saying it needs 
more information on the 
safety and reliability of the 
tests from the World Anti- 
Doping Agency. 

“We have little to no in¬ 
formation on the funda¬ 
mental aspects of WADA’s 
HGH testing protocol or 
reliability,” union spokes¬ 
man George Atallah said. 
“We have an obligation to 
keep the game clean and 
safe, but we also have an 
obligation to a fair and safe 


testing process.” 

The NFL would be the first 
of the major American pro¬ 
fessional sports leagues to 
implement HGH testing. 
Pash also sent the clubs 
some documents which 
he said address the union's 
questions, including: the 
process for drawing blood; 
how the blood samples 
will be shipped to testing 
laboratories; the labs the 
league is proposing to use; 
and, the manner in which 
thresholds for positive tests 
will be determined. 
Commissioner Roger 

Goodell sent a letter to 
NFLPA executive director 
DeMaurice Smith on Tues¬ 
day reiterating the NFL's 


eagerness to implement 
HGH testing. 

“The critical point in my 
view," Goodell wrote, “is 
that we now reaffirm our 
commitment to using the 
best science available, 
whether for HGH, steroids 
or any other prohibited sub¬ 
stance. This principle has 
been and must remain at 
the heart of our programs.” 
On Wednesday, the union 
canceled its regularly 
scheduled conference call 
with its executive commit¬ 
tee because of logistical 
problems associated with 
the final preseason games. 
One of the topics the play¬ 
er reps planned to discuss 
was HGH testing.Q

NEW YORK (AP) — Maria 
Sharapava was knacked 
aut at the U.S. Open in the 
third round Friday after a 
6-3, 3-6, 6-4 loss to No. 26 
seed Flavia Pennetta of 
Italy. 

The defeat was the 2006 
champion's first loss in 13 
three-set matches this year. 
“She's a good fighter,” 
said Pennetta, who con¬ 
ceded she didn't know 
about Sharapova's record 
in three-setters. “You can 
never give up with her. You 
have to be focused until 
the last game, until the last 
point, actually." 

Sharapova made 12 dou¬ 
ble-faults, including two in 
the last game. She did not 
look sharp over a 2 hour, 
29-minute match that fea¬ 
tured plenty of nervous ten¬ 
nis. Sharapova mode 60 un¬ 
forced errors and lost four 
break points while trailing 
2-0 in the third set. 

“I didn't feel comfortable 
with most of my game to¬ 
day," Sharapova said. 

After her loss, defending 
champion Rafael Nodal 
was leading 6-2, 6-2 against 
Nicolas Mahut when the 
Frenchman retired with an 
abdominal injury. In Louis 
Armstrong Stadium, No. 4 
Andy Murray rallied for a 


6- 7 (5), 2-6, 6-2, 6-0, 6-4 vic¬ 
tory over Robin Flaose. 
“Movement," Murray said 
when asked how he turned 
the match around. “I start¬ 
ed chasing a lot of bolls 
down. At the beginning, I 
felt sluggish, felt slow. I start¬ 
ed forcing myself to get ev¬ 
ery single ball.” 

Murray's next match is 
against No. 25 Feliciano Lo¬ 
pez, who defeated Cana¬ 
da's Vasek Pospisil, 5-7, 6-4, 

7- 6 (3), 7-6 (5). 

Other men's winners in¬ 
cluded 12th-seeded Gilles 
Simon, 24th-seeded Juan 
Ignacio Chela and 18th- 
seeded Juan Martin del 
Potro, the 2009 champion. 
No. 17 Jurgen Melzer and 
No. 30 Ivan Ljubicic lost. 
Pennetta called the win 
over Sharapova of the big¬ 
gest of her career. 

“But it's just a match," she 
said. “It's over and I have 
to be focused on the next 
one.” 

Pennetta's round-of-16 
match is against No. 13 
Peng Shuai of China, who 
defeated No. 19 Julia Go- 
erges of Germany, 6-4, 7-6 
( 1 ). 

The loss by third-seeded 
Sharapova, the runner-up 
at Wimbledon this year, 
kicked yet another top 
player out of a wide-open 
draw. Already, the defend¬ 


ing Wimbledon and French 
Open champions have 
been dispatched and two- 
time defending U.S. Open 
champion Kim Clysters 
didn't enter because of an 
injury. 

Earlier, No. 2 Vera Zvonar- 
eva defeated No. 30 Ano- 
bel Medina Gorrigues and 
No. 1 Caroline Wozniacki 
is still in the draw, but nei¬ 
ther has won a Grand Slam 
title. Sharapova was largely 
considered the biggest re¬ 
maining threat to No. 28 
Serena Williams, but now 
the Russian is gone, os well. 


“It's disappointing to lose in 
the middle of nowhere, dis¬ 
appointing to lose in New 
York," Sharapova said. 
“Losing isn't fun for anyone 
because we work to win. 
We don't work to lose.” 
Elsewhere at Flushing 
Meadows, No. 28 John Is- 
ner defeated fellow Ameri¬ 
can Robby Ginepri 6-4, 6-3, 
6-4 to get to the third round. 
Isner, who won the title in 
Winston-Salem last week, is 
on a seven-match winning 
streak and said his confi¬ 
dence is “high as it's ever 
been.” 


“I feel like I'm maving very 
well. I'm getting ta balls 
and able to get a lot more 
balls back in play because 
I'm very comfartable out 
there," Isner said. 

Another American, Don¬ 
ald Young, defeated No. 
14 Stanislas Wawrinka in a 
five-setter that took 4 hours, 
20 minutes and went to a 
fifth-set tiebreaker.

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Phillips leads Americans to solid day at worlds

DAEGU, South Korea (AP) 
— Fatigued, Allyson Felix 
faltered down the stretch 
and fell short in her bid for 
a fourth straight 200-meter 
world title. 

Energized, LaShawn Mer¬ 
ritt rallied the Americans 
from a deficit on the last 
turn in the 4x400-meter re¬ 
lay to win gold and save 
the squad from what would 
have been an embarrass¬ 
ing loss. 

This was simply that kind of 
night for the United States 
at the world champion¬ 
ships: Plenty of highs (long 
jumper Dwight Phillips win¬ 
ning a fourth title) and plen¬ 
ty of lows (the mighty shot 
putters shut of a medal). 
Oh, and there were plenty 


of others shockers as well, 
such as Carmelita Jeter 
adding a silver medal in 
the 200 to her gold in the 
100 earlier in the week. 

For the Americans, this per¬ 
formance wasn't nearly as 
enthralling as the team's 
bountiful 30-minute span 
the day before, when they 
won three surprise gold 
medals, but it was a lucra¬ 
tive haul nonetheless. 

With a four-medal show¬ 
ing, the United States ran its 
count to 16, three ahead 
of Russia. Although, not all 
the medals were the color 
the Americans were envi¬ 
sioning Friday. 

Felix came into the 200 as 
the overwhelming favor¬ 
ite. And maybe, under dif¬ 
ferent circumstances, she 
would’ve had her custom¬ 


ary kick at the finish. 

But she stepped outside 
her comfort zone at worlds 
this year, trying to run the 
400 as well. All the rounds 
finally caught up with her 
in the 200 final. She just 
couldn't catch Jamaican 
gold medalist Veronica 
Campbell-Brown or Jeter, 
winding up with bronze. 

“I ran with a lot of heart, 
because that was about all 
that was left for me,” said 
Felix, who won silver in the 
400 on Monday. 

This will make her think 
twice about attempting 
the 200-400 double at the 
London Olympics. 

“If I had to say right now, it 
wouldn't be high on my list 
of things to do,” Felix said. 
“But things change.” 
Nothing has changed for 


Phillips, who captured his 
fourth long jump title since 
2003. 

Fittingly, he was given the 
bib number 1111 for the 
competition. Phillips was all 
too eager to let the crowd 
know the significance, too. 
With his win wrapped up, 
Phillips ran through the 
sand pit on his last jump, 
ripped his bib number off 
and proudly held it aloft. 

“It was meant for me,” said 
Phillips, who was sidelined 
earlier in the season with a 
left Achilles' tendon injury. 
“Nobody believed I could 
do this.” 

Just like nobody believed 
the Americans could fail to 
pick up a medal in the shot 
put because, well, they've 
earned at least one at ev¬ 


ery worlds since 1991. 

And that was despite four 
throwers in the final, includ¬ 
ing defending champion 
Christian Cantwell, who 
had the best finish at fourth. 
“I can't put into words 
what I’m feeling right now,” 
Cantwell said. “I want to 
hide and put my head un¬ 
der a rock.” 

The 4x400 relay squad 
nearly knew that feeling, 
trailing for a good chunk of 
the race. But Merritt found 
another gear coming out 
of the final bend and blew 
past everyone. 

“The race was closer than 
we thought, than we ex¬ 
pected,” Merritt said. “I got 
the baton and did my job, 
came home and added 
another gold for the U.S.”Q

Taiwan probes HIV 
organ transplants

A new strain of swine flu has 
shown up in fwo children in 
Pennsylvania and Indiana 
who had direcf or indirect 
contact with pigs. The virus 
includes a gene from the 
2009 pandemic strain that 
might let it spread more 
easily than pig viruses nor¬ 
mally do. 

So for, there’s no sign that 
the virus has spread be¬ 
yond the two children, the 
Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention reported 
Friday. 

“We wanted to provide 
some information without 
being alarmist," because 
people have contact with 
pigs at fairs this time of year 
and doctors should watch 
for possible flu cases, said 
Lyn Finelli, the CDC’s flu sur¬ 


veillance chief. “We're al¬ 
ways concerned when we 
see transmission of animal 
viruses to humans." 


People rarely get flu from 
pigs — only 21 cases have 
been documented in the 
last five years — and it's too 
soon to know how infective 
this virus will be, she said. 
The new strain is a hybrid of 
viruses that have infected 
pigs over the last decade 
and o gene from the MINI 
strain that caused the pan¬ 
demic two years ago. It is 
the first combination virus 
to turn up in people since 
the pandemic, said Mi¬ 
chael Shaw, a lab chief at 
the CDC. It's classified as 
an H3N2 virus. 

The first case was an Indi¬ 
ana boy under age 5 who 
was sickened in late July. 
He had no contact with 
pigs, but a caretaker did in 
the weeks before the boy 
fell ill. He was hospitalized 
and has recovered, and no 
other family members ap¬ 
pear ill. The second case 
was a Pennsylvania girl, 
also under age 5, who had 
contact with pigs at on 
agricultural fair last month. 
She, too, has recovered, 
and health officials are in¬ 
vestigating reports of illness 
in other people who went 
to the fair. No additional 
cases have been con¬ 
firmed so far. 

The viruses in the two chil¬ 
dren were similar but not 
identical. Both were resis¬ 
tant to older flu medicines 
but not to Tomiflu or Relen- 
za. The gene from the 2009 
pandemic is one of the 
things that mokes this new 
strain worrisome, said Dr. 
John Treanor, a flu special¬ 
ist at the University of Roch¬ 
ester School of Medicine. □ 


TAIPEI, Taiwan (AP) — Phy¬ 
sicians at a hospital in Tai¬ 
wan that mistakenly trans¬ 
planted four patients with 
HIV-infected organs may 
face criminal prosecution, 
an official said Friday. 

The doctors involved may 
face up to 10 years in pris¬ 
on if found to have caused 
patients to contract the HIV 
virus by negligence, Taipei 
Prosecutors' Office spokes¬ 
man Lin Wen-teh said. 

Last week, Taipei’s Notional 
Taiwan University Hospital 
performed the transplants 
of the liver, lungs and two 
kidneys from a donor it mis¬ 
takenly believed was HIV 
negative. Another facility. 
National Chengkung Uni¬ 
versity Hospital, transplant¬ 
ed the heart into o patient 
there based on NTUH's 
information. NTUH, one 
of Taiwan’s best medical 
institutions, said o staffer 
misheard the donor’s test 
results as “non-reactive" 
when the English word “re¬ 
active" was actually given, 
meaning the donor had 
HIV. The information was 
given by telephone, and 
the hospital admitted the 
donor’s HIV status was not 
double-checked as stan¬ 
dard procedure required. 
The head of the university 
hospital’s transplant de¬ 
partment, Ke Wen-che, re¬ 
signed Thursday to take re¬ 
sponsibility for the blunder. 
He said he was responsible

Stocks plunge after U.S. 
hiring dries up in August

NEW YORK (AP) — A dismal 
jobs report caused stocks 
to plunge Friday. 

The Dow Jones industrial ov¬ 
erage dropped 253 points, 
or 2.2 percent, wiping out 
its gains for the week. All 30 
stocks in the average fell. 
No jobs were added in the 
U.S. last month, the gov¬ 
ernment said early Friday. 
It was the worst employ¬ 
ment report in 11 months 
and renewed fears that 
another recession could 
be on the way. The yield 
on the 10-year note briefly 
fell below 2 percent and 
gold jumped $48 an ounce 
as cash flowed into invest¬ 
ments seen as less risky 
than stocks. 

“It’s certainly ugly,” said 
Jeff Kleintop, chief market 
strategist at LPL Financial. 
European markets followed 
U.S. stocks lower. They were 
already down on reports 
that talks between Greece 
and international lenders 
over that country’s debt 
crisis were breaking down. 
Germany’s DAX closed 
down 3.4 percent; France’s 
CAC-40 lost 3.6 percent. 
The lack of hiring in the U.S. 
lost month surprised inves¬ 
tors. Economists were ex¬ 
pecting 93,000 jobs to be 
added. Previously report¬ 
ed hiring figures for June 
and July were also revised 
lower. The average work 
week declined and hourly 
earnings fell. The unem¬ 
ployment rate held steady 


at 9.1 percent. The rate has 
been abave 9 percent in 
all but two months since 
May 2009. 

Kleintop said the jobs report 
didn’t change his view that 
the economy was headed 
for a stretch of weak eco¬ 
nomic growth, not a reces¬ 
sion. He said the figures 
were likely skewed by un¬ 
usual events that may have 
made employers reluctant 
to add jobs in August. 

The Labor Department’s 
report relies on data col¬ 
lected from surveys of 
households and businesses 
in the second week of Au¬ 
gust. That’s right after Stan¬ 
dard & Poar’s removed the 
country’s AAA credit rating 
and fears maunted that Eu¬ 
rope’s banking crisis could 
spread ta the U.S. Television 
screens were filled with im¬ 
ages of riots in London. 

“I’m not surprised that busi¬ 
nesses weren’t doing too 
much hiring in that environ¬ 
ment,” Kleintop said. 

The Dow Jones industrial 
average last 253.31 paints 
to close at 11,240.26. It 
was the biggest fall in twa 
weeks. The Standard & 
Paar’s 500 index fell 30.45, 
ar 2.5 percent, to 1,173.97. 
The Dow fell 0.4 percent for 
the week, the S&P 0.2 per¬ 
cent. Both indexes have 
fallen five of the past six 
weeks. 

The Nasdaq composite fell 
65.71, or 2.6 percent, to 
2,480.33. The technology- 
heavy index eked out a 
gain at 0.48 point for the

Bid to block AT&T deal 
reflects telecom Industry

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 

Obama administration has 
explained its effart to block 
AT&T’s purchase at T-Mabile 
USA by saying it will fight 
mergers that would reduce 
competition and hurt can- 
sumers. 

Yet few think the lawsuit 
the administration filed 
Wednesday signals a more 
aggressive stance toward 
acquisitions in other indus¬ 
tries. Rather, experts say, the 
administratian’s challenge 
at AT&T’s purchase comes 
down to this: Telecom is 
dominated by just a few 
big campanies. Reducing 
the number of major players 
could all but kill competition 
and drive prices up. 

By contrast, few other major 
industries are controlled by 
just a handful of giants. And 
none relies on access tc a 
limited number cf public air¬ 
waves. 

With previous big mergers, 
the administration has taken 
a middle-graund appraach 
to antitrust: It’s green-lighted 
deals such as cable compa¬ 
ny Comcast’s acquisition of 
media giant NBC Universal 
and Ticketmaster’s merger 
with concert promoter Live 
Nation. But it also imposed 
conditions in those deals 
that are intended ta pre¬ 
serve competition. 

“They’re looking even at 
very big mergers on their 
merits, and if the merging 
parties can’t satisfy their 
concerns, the Justice De¬ 
partment will say, ‘We can’t 
let this go through,”’ said 
Melissa Maxman, an anti¬ 
trust attorney with the law 
firm Cozen O’Connor. 
President Barack Obama, 
an the campaign trail, had 
pledged tougher antitrust 
policy. And early in his ad¬ 
ministration, the Justice De¬ 
partment repealed Bush- 
era guidelines that had dis¬ 
couraged government ac¬ 
tion against companies with 
near monopolies. 

As a result, many had ex¬ 
pected bald action from the 
department — crackdawns 
an industry-daminating 
campanies and raadblacks

to many big mergers. 

That didn’t happen. The 
lawsuit against AT&T might 
satisfy same critics whc 
hoped for a much tough¬ 
er antitrust policy. But it 
probably daesn’t suggest 
a policy shift. 

The AT&T proposal was 
unique, said Benjamin 
Brown, a former Justice 
Department antitrust law¬ 
yer, now a partner with 
the law firm Cohen Mil- 
stein. 

“I could very easily have 
seen this same deci¬ 
sion being made under 
the Bush administratian,” 
Brown said. 

He said there was little 
evidence for AT&T’s claim 
that regional cellphone 
carriers can compete with 
the four national compa¬ 
nies: AT&T, Verizon, T-Mo- 
bile and Sprint. 

If AT&T bought T-Mobile, 
just three national players 
wauld be left. And Sprint 
cauld have trouble com¬ 
peting with two bigger 
behemoths. So it might 
be acquired, too, further 
shrinking competition. 
“Any time you take four 
major parties and turn it 
into three, the Justice De¬ 
partment is going to take 
a clase loak,” Maxman 
said. 


Telecom mergers attract 
more scrutiny in part be¬ 
cause it’s next to impos¬ 
sible for new competitors 
to emerge. Companies 
need permission to transmit 
data on public airwaves. 
The licenses are castly and 
scarce. And the cost of 
building a new system of 
cell towers and satellites is 
enormous. 

“You can’t just pull a bunch 
of capital together and 
launch a national cell¬ 
phone provider. Brown 
said. 

The Obama Justice De¬ 
partment has allowed sev¬ 
eral big mergers to pro¬ 
ceed without court action. 
But it made the campa¬ 
nies sell or change parts at 
their businesses. 

For instance, in the Live Na- 
tion-Ticketmaster merger, 
regulators required Ticket- 
master to license its soft¬ 
ware to a competitor. It 
also forced it to sell a sub¬ 
sidiary that handles tens at 
millions of tickets a year. 

In January, when the na¬ 
tion’s largest cable-TV 
campany, Comcast, toak 
cantrol at NBC Universal, 
the government forced 
Comcast to make the full 
suite of NBC Universal con¬ 
tent available as a single 
package to online com¬ 
petitors. And Comcast had 
ta do so on terms compa¬ 
rable ta those reached 
with more established rivals 
such as Dish Network Corp. 
and DirecTV. 

The Federal Communica¬ 
tions Commission, which 
can block telecom merg¬ 
ers, joined Justice in mak¬ 
ing those demands. 

In April, Google Inc. won 
government clearance for 
its $700 million purchase 
at airline fare tracker ITA 
Software. The deal gave 
Google a key role in online 
travel. But ta win Justice 
Department clearance, 
Google agreed to license 
ITA’s software to other 
companies through 2016. 
And it agreed to continue 
to invest in research and 
development of products, 
which it would also have ta 
license. □

WASHINGTON (AP) — U.S. 

employers stopped adding 
jobs in August, on alarming 
setback for an economy 
that has struggled to grow 
and might be at risk of an¬ 
other recession. 

The government also re¬ 
ported that the unemploy¬ 
ment rate remained at 9.1 
percent. It was the weakest 
jobs report since Septem¬ 
ber 2010. 

Stocks tumbled on the 
news. The Dow Jones in¬ 
dustrial average sank more 
than 200 points, or 1.8 per¬ 
cent, in afternoon trading. 
The new figures are bad 
news for President Barack 
Obama, with the economy 
expected to be the top 
issue when he runs for re- 
election next year. 

Obama will introduce a 
plan for creating jobs and 
boosting economic growth 
in a rare address to a joint 
session of Congress next 
week. 

He is expected to call for 
more investments in the 
country's infrastructure and 
a possible extension to the 
2011 payroll-tax credit to 
boost consumer spending. 
But with a deep partisan rift 
in Washington, Obama’s 
proposals on more spend¬ 
ing are likely to face stiff 


opposition in the Repub¬ 
lican-led House of Repre¬ 
sentatives. 

On Friday, Obama took a 
step toward winning Re¬ 
publican support. 

He directed the Environ¬ 
mental Protection Agen¬ 
cy to abandon rules that 
would have tightened 
health-based standards for 
smog. Congressional Re¬ 
publicans and some busi¬ 
ness leaders have objected 
to the proposed rules, say¬ 
ing they would have cost 
jobs. 

“The stagnation in U.S. 
payroll employment is an 


ominous sign,” said Paul 
Ashworth, an economist at 
Capital Economics. “The 
broad message is that even 
if the U.S. economy doesn't 
start to contract again, any 
expansion is going to be 
very, very modest and fall 
well short of what would 
be needed to drive the still 
elevated unemployment 
rate lower.” 

The Obama administra¬ 
tion has estimated that un¬ 
employment will average 
about 9 percent next year. 
The rate was 7.8 percent 
when Obama took office. 
The White House Office of 


Management and Budget 
projects overall economic 
growth of only 1.7 percent 
this year. 

Total payrolls were un¬ 
changed in August, the 
first time since 1945 that the 
government has reported 
a net job change of zero. 
Economists warned that 
the economy can't keep 
growing indefinitely if hir¬ 
ing remains stalled. 
“Underlying job growth 
needs to improve immedi¬ 
ately in order to avoid a re¬ 
cession," said HSBC econo¬ 
mist Ryan Wang. 

The anemic job report has 


increased chances that 
the Federal Reserve will 
announce at its Septem¬ 
ber meeting that it will start 
buying bonds to support 
the economy, said Kathy 
Lien of GFT brokerage. 
Buying bonds could drive 
interest rates lower, pro¬ 
moting borrowing and 
spending, but lower rates 
tend to weigh on a curren¬ 
cy because investors seek 
bigger returns elsewhere. 
The weakness in employ¬ 
ment was underscored by 
revisions to the jobs data 
for June and July. 
Collectively, those figures 
were lowered to show 
58,000 fewer jobs added. 
The downward revisions 
were all in government 
jobs. 

The average work week 
also declined and hourly 
earnings fell by 3 cents to 
$23.09. 

Weak growth. Standard & 
Poor’s downgrade of long¬ 
term U.S. debt in early Au¬ 
gust and a sell-off on Wall 
Street likely kept some busi¬ 
nesses from hiring. 

With job creation stalled 
and wages declining, con¬ 
sumers won't see much 
gain in incomes. That will 
limit their ability to spend, 
which undercuts growth. 
Consumer spending ac¬ 
counts for about 70 per¬ 
cent of the economy.□ 


Feds sue big banks over sales of risky investment

NEW YORK (AP) — The gov¬ 
ernment on Friday sued 17 
financial firms, including the 
largest U.S. banks, for selling 
Fannie Mae and Freddie 
Mac billions of dollars worth 
of mortgage-backed secu¬ 
rities that turned toxic when 
the housing market col¬ 
lapsed. Among those tar¬ 
geted by the lawsuits were 
Bank of America Corp., 
Citigroup Inc., JP Morgan 
Chase & Co., and Goldman 
Sachs Group Inc. Large Eu¬ 
ropean banks including The 
Royal Bank of Scotland, 
Barclays Bank and Credit 
Suisse were also sued. The 
lawsuits were filed by the 
Federal Housing Finance 
Agency. It oversees Fannie 


and Freddie, the two agen¬ 
cies that buy mortgages 
loans and mortgage securi¬ 
ties issued by the lenders. 
The total price tag for the 
mortgage-backed securi¬ 
ties sold to Fannie and Fred¬ 
die by the firms named in 
the lawsuits: $196 billion. 

The government didn’t say 
how much it is seeking in 
damages. It said it wants 
to have the securities sales 
canceled and wants to be 
compensated for lost prin¬ 
cipal, interest payments as 
well as for attorney fees. 
The government action is 
a big blow to the banks, 
many of which have seen 
their stock prices fall to lev¬ 
els not seen since the finan¬ 
cial crisis in 2008 and 2009. 
Until now, the stocks have 
been undermined mostly 


by unrelated worries about 
the U.S. and European 
economies. 

It is particularly damaging 
to Bank of America, which 
bought Countrywide Finan¬ 
cial Corp. in 2008 and Mer¬ 
rill Lynch in 2009. All three 
are being separately sued 
by the government for 
mortgage-backed security 
sales totaling $57.5 billion. 
After Bank of America, 
JPMorgan Chase was listed 
in the lawsuits with the sec¬ 
ond-highest total at $33 bil¬ 
lion. Royal Bank of Scotland 
followed at $30.4 billion. 
Bank of America has al¬ 
ready paid $12.7 billion this 
year to settle similar claims. 
Last month insurer Ameri¬ 
can International Group 
Inc. sued the bank for more 
than $10 billion for allegedly 


selling it faulty mortgage in¬ 
vestments. 

In a statement Friday, Bank 
of America rejected the 
claims in the government’s 
lawsuits. 

Fannie and Freddie invest¬ 
ed heavily in the mortgage- 
backed securities even af¬ 
ter their regulator said they 
didn’t have the needed 
risk-management capabili¬ 
ties, the bank said. “Despite 
this, (Fannie and Freddie) 
are now seeking to hold 
other market participants 
responsible for their losses,” 
it said. 

Bank stocks fell sharply 
on Friday as news of the 
government’s lawsuits 
emerged. Bank of Amer¬ 
ica tumbled 8.3 percent, 
JP Morgan Chase fell 4.6 
percent, Citigroup lost 5.3 


percent, Goldman shed off 
4.5 percent and Morgan 
Stanley’s ended down 5.7 
percent. 

Residential mortgage- 
backed securities bundled 
pools of mortgages into 
complex investments. They 
collapsed after the real- 
estate bust and helped fuel 
the financial crisis in late 
2008. 

The FHFA said the mort¬ 
gage-backed securities 
were sold to Fannie and 
Freddie based on docu¬ 
ments that “contained mis¬

WASHINGTON (AP) — 

Space junk has made such 
a mess of Earth's orbit that 
experts say we may need 
to finaiiy think about ciean¬ 
ing it up. That may mean 
vacuuming up debris with 
weird space technoiogy 
— cosmic versions of nets, 
magnets and giant umbrei- 
ias, according to the chair¬ 
man of an expert panei 
that issued a new report on 
the probiem Thursday. 

There are 22,000 objects in 
orbit that are big enough 
for officiais on the ground 
to track and countiess 
more smaiier ones that 
couid do damage to hu¬ 
man-carrying spaceships 
and vaiuabie sateiiites. The 
internationai Space Station 
has to move out of the way 
of debris from time to time. 
“We've iost controi of the 
environment," said retired 
NASA senior scientist Don¬ 
ald Kessler, who headed 
the National Academy 


of Sciences report. Since 
the space age began 54 
years ago, civilization has 


littered the area just above 
Earth's atmosphere with 
leftover boosters and other 
parts that come off dur¬ 
ing launches, as well as old 
satellites. When scientists 
noticed that this could be 
a problem, they came up 


with agreements to limit 
new space junk and those 
plans had been working. 
Those agreements make 
sure what is sent into or¬ 
bit eventually falls back to 
Earth and burns up. 

But two events in the past 
four years — a 2007 Chi¬ 
nese anti-satellite weapon 
test and a 2009 crash-in- 
orbit of two satellites — put 
so much new junk in space 
that everything changed, 
the report said. The Chi¬ 
nese test used a missile to 
smash an aging weather 
satellite into 150,000 pieces 
of debris larger than four- 
tenths of an inch and 3,118 
pieces can be tracked by 
radar on the ground, the 
report said. “Those two 
single events doubled the 
amount of fragments in 
Earth orbit and completely 
wiped out what we had 
done in the last 25 years," 
Kessler said. 

All that junk that means 
something has to be done, 
“which means you have to 
look at cleaning space," 
said Kessler. 

The study only briefly men¬ 
tions the cleanup possibility, 
raising technical, legal and 


diplomatic hurdles. But it 
refers to a report earlier this 
year by a Defense Depart¬ 
ment science think-tank 
that outlines all sorts of un¬ 
usual techniques. The report 
by the Defense Advanced 
Research Projects Agency is 
called “Catcher's Mitt” and 
it mentions harpoons, nets, 
tethers, magnets and even 
a giant dish or umbrella¬ 
shaped device that would 
sweep up tiny pieces of de¬ 
bris. While the new report 
does not recommend using 
the technology, Kessler said 
it is needed. He likes one 
company's idea of a satel¬ 
lite that is armed with nets 
that could be sprung on 
wayward junk. Attached to 
the net is an electromag¬ 
netic tether that could ei¬ 
ther pull the junk down to 
a point where it would burn 
up harmlessly or boost it to 
safer orbit. NASA officials 
said they are examining the 
study. The report is from the 
National Research Council, 
a branch of the National 
Academy of Sciences, 
which is an independent 
organization chartered by 
Congress to advise the gov¬ 
ernment on science.Q 



Jeff Bezos’ spaceship fails during test flight 
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VAN HORN, Texas (AP) — 

An unmanned spacecraft 
bankrolled by Amazon, 
com CEO Jeff Bezos failed 
during a recent test flight. 

In a brief online post Friday, 


Bezos said “we lost the ve¬ 
hicle” at 45,000 feet. 

Bezos founded Blue Origin 
to develop a vertical take¬ 
off and landing rocketship 
that would fly passengers to 


suborbital space. It recently 
won money from NASA to 
compete to go into orbit as 
a space taxi now that the 
space shuttle fleet is retired. 
The mishap occurred dur¬ 
ing a test flight last week 
from Blue Origin's West 
Texas spaceport. The ultra- 
secretive company noti¬ 
fied the Federal Aviation 
Administration about the 
launch and only acknowl¬ 
edged the accident pub¬ 
licly on Friday. The Wall 
Street Journal, which first 
reported about the fail¬ 
ure, said the test was not 
part of the development 
agreement with NASA.Q

But 
she says her neighborhood 
by the Brooklyn boardwalk 
is mostly “a very intelligent, 
very well educated, hard¬ 
working community.” 

Kosov, a hairdresser, had 
to mend relations with her 
Mexican-born boss over re¬ 
marks she’d made on the 
show about her daughter, 
Diana Kosov, dating the 
Hispanic man. □

Featuring the 
familiar bunch of attractive, 
stereotypical college stu¬ 
dents - including the dumb 
jock (Sinqua Walls), the 
sensitive intellectual (Dustin 
Milligan) and the aloof prin¬ 
cess with the complicated 
past (Sara Paxton) - this 
latest entry in the bobbing- 
ond-bloodbath category is 
destined to suffer unfavor¬ 
able comparisons with last 
year’s bite-happy “Piranha 
3D.’’ 

That film benefited from an 
enviable R rating and the 
crafty Alexandre Aja at the 
helm, a man who knows 
from excess; this one has 
an “American Idol” runner- 
up and the director David 
R. Ellis, struggling to make 
the transition from “Snakes 
on a Plane" to teeth in the 
water. Working a setup - a 
Louisiana cabin, a suspi¬ 
ciously shark-stocked salt¬ 
water lake - as minimal as 
its wardrobe, the mostly 
young cast is game if un- 
memorable. Paxton, in par¬ 
ticular, deserves better: 
Previously terrorized by hu¬ 
man predators in the 2009 
remake of “The Lost House 
on the Left," here she is little 
more than shark bait ham¬ 
pered by a ridiculous back 
story. And the presence of 


the estimable Donol Logue, 
playing an affable sheriff 
with o nasty secret, only 
made me more mournful 
for the cancellation of his 
excellent television show, 
“Terriers." Filmed on Cad¬ 
do Lake, near Shreveport, 
La., Will Hayes and Jesse 
Studenberg’s script tests 
the limits of PG-13 with the 
usual lecherous rednecks, 
proving only how tough it 
is to lust in a family-friendly 
fashion. The result is o movie 
that isn't crummy, exactly, 
just blah: When the freaki¬ 
est teeth on screen belong 
not to one of Walt Conti’s 
animatronically realized 
sharks but to a good-ol’- 
boy called Red, you know 
you have a problem. A bite 
from a great white would 
be preferable to o kiss from 
Red any day.

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The vigorous virtues

There’s a specter haunting 
American politics: national 
decline. Is America on the 
way down, and, if so, what 
can be done about it? 

The Republicans, and Rick Per¬ 
ry in particular, have a reason¬ 
ably strong story to tell about 
decline. America became 
great, they explain, because 
its citizens possessed certain 
vigorous virtues: self-reliance, 
personal responsibility, indus¬ 
triousness and a passion for 
freedom. But, over the years, 
government has grown and 
undermined these virtues. Wall 
Street financiers no longer 
have to behave prudently be¬ 
cause they know government 
will bail them out. Middle-class 
families no longer have to 
practice thrift because they 
know they can use govern¬ 
ment to force future genera¬ 
tions to pay for their retire¬ 
ments. Dads no longer hove 
to marry the women they 
impregnate because govern¬ 
ment will step in and provide 
support. Moreover, o growing 
government sucked resources 
away from the most produc¬ 
tive ports of the economy - in¬ 
novators, entrepreneurs and 
workers - and redirected it to 
the most politically connect¬ 
ed ports. The byzontine tax 
code and regulatory state has 
clogged the arteries of Ameri¬ 
can dynamism. 

The current task, therefore, is, 
os Rick Perry soys, to moke the 
government “inconsequen¬ 
tial” in people’s lives - to pore 
bock the state to revive per¬ 
sonal responsibility and private 
initiative. There’s much truth to 
this narrative. Stable societies 
ore breeding grounds for in¬ 
terest groups. Over time, these 
interest groups use govern¬ 
ment to establish sinecures for 
themselves, which gradually 
strangle the economy they 
ore built on - like parasitic 
vines around o tree. 

Yet os great os the need is to 
streamline, reform and prune 
the state, that will not be 
enough to restore America’s 
vigorous virtues. This is where 
current Republican orthodoxy 
is necessary but insufficient. 
There ore certain tasks ahead 


that cannot be addressed 
simply by getting government 
out of the way. 

In the first place, there is the 
need to rebuild America’s hu¬ 
man capital. The United States 
became the wealthiest nation 
on earth primarily because 
Americans were the best edu¬ 
cated. 

That advantage has entirely 
eroded over the past 30 years. 
It will take an active govern¬ 
ment to reverse this stagna¬ 
tion - from prenatal and early 
childhood education straight 
up through adult technical 
training and investments in 
scientific and other research. 
If government is “inconse¬ 
quential” in this sphere, then 
continued American decline 
is inevitable. 

Then there are the long-term 
structural problems plaguing 
the economy. There’s strong 
evidence to suggest that the 
rote of technological innova¬ 
tion has been slowing down. In 
addition, America is produc¬ 
ing fewer business startups. 
Job creation was dismal even 
in the seven years before the 
recession, when taxes were 
low and Republicans ran the 
regulatory agencies. As econ¬ 
omist Michael Spence has 
argued, nearly all of the job 
growth over the past 20 years 
has been in sectors where 
American workers don’t have 
to compete with workers over¬ 
seas. Meanwhile, middle-class 
wages have been stagnant 
for o generation. Inequality 
is rising, and society is stratify¬ 
ing. Americans are less likely 
to move in search of opportu¬ 
nity. Social mobility has been 
flat for decades, and Ameri¬ 
can social mobility is no better 
than European social mobility. 
Some of these problems are 
exacerbated by government 
regulations and could be 
eased if government pulled 
back. But most of them hove 
nothing to do with govern¬ 
ment and are related to glo¬ 
balization, an aging society, 
cultural trends and the nature 
of technological change. 
Republicans have done al¬ 
most nothing to grapple with 
and address these deeper 
structural problems. Tackling 
them means shifting Ameri¬ 
ca’s economic model - tilting 
the playing field away from 
consumption toward produc¬ 
tion; away from entitlement 
spending and more toward 
investment in infrastructure, 
skills and technology; mitigat¬ 
ing those forces that concen¬ 
trate wealth and nurturing 
instead a broad-based op¬ 
portunity society. These shifts 
cannot be done by govern¬ 
ment alone, but they can’t be 
done without leadership from 
government.Q

“Have you left no sense of de¬ 
cency?” That’s the question 
Joseph Welch famously asked 
Joseph McCarthy, as the red¬ 
baiting demagogue tried to 
ruin yet another innocent citi¬ 
zen. And these days, it’s the 
question I find myself wanting 
to ask Eric Cantor, the House 
majority leader, who has done 
more than anyone else to 
moke policy blackmail - using 
innocent Americans as hos¬ 
tages - standard operating 
procedure for the GOP. 

A few weeks ago. Cantor was 
the hard man in the confron¬ 
tation over the debt ceiling; 
he was willing to endanger 
America’s financial credibility, 
putting our whole economy 
at risk, in order to extract bud¬ 
get concessions from Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama. Now 
he’s doing it again, this time 
over disaster relief, making 
headlines by insisting that any 
federal aid to the victims of 
Hurricane Irene be offset by 
cuts in other spending. In ef¬ 
fect, he is threatening to take 
Irene’s victims hostage. Can¬ 
tor’s critics have been quick 
to accuse him of hypocrisy, 
and with good reason. After 
oil, he and his Republican col¬ 
leagues showed no compa¬ 
rable interest in paying for the 
Bush administration’s huge un¬ 
funded initiatives. In particular, 
they did nothing to offset the 


cost of the Iraq War, which 
now stands at $800 billion and 
counting. And it turns out that 
in 2004, when his home state of 
Virginia was struck by Tropical 
Storm Gaston, Cantor voted 
against a bill that would have 
required the same pay-as- 
you-go rule that he now advo¬ 
cates. But, as I see it, hypocrisy 
is a secondary issue here. The 
primary issue should be the 
extraordinary nihilism now on 
display by Cantor and his col¬ 
leagues - their willingness to 
flout all the usual conventions 
of fair play and, well, decency 
in order to get what they want. 
Not long ago, a political party 
seeking to change U.S. policy 
would try to achieve that goal 
by building popular support 
for its ideas, then implement¬ 
ing those ideas through legis¬ 
lation. That, otter oil, is how our 
political system was designed 
to work. But today’s GOP has 
decided to bypass all that 
and go for a quicker route. 
Never mind getting enough 
votes to pass legislation; it gets 
what it wants by threatening 
to hurt America if its demands 
aren’t met. That’s what hap¬ 
pened with the debt-ceiling 
fight, and now it’s what’s hap¬ 
pening over disaster aid. In 
effect. Cantor and his allies 
are threatening to take hur¬ 
ricane victims hostage, using 
their suffering as a bargaining 
chip. Of course. Cantor would 
hove you believe that he’s 
just trying to be fiscally respon¬ 
sible. But that’s no more than 
a cover story. Should disaster 
aid, as a matter of sound pub¬ 
lic finance, be offset by imme¬ 
diate cuts in other spending? 
No. The time-honored prin¬ 
ciple, backed by economists 
right and left, is that tempo¬ 
rary bursts of spending - which 


usually arise when there’s a 
war to fight, but can also arise 
from other causes, including 
financial crises and natural 
disasters - are a good rea¬ 
son to run temporary budget 
deficits. Rather than imposing 
sharp cuts in other spending or 
sharply raising taxes, govern¬ 
ments can and should spread 
the burden over time, borrow¬ 
ing now and repaying gradu¬ 
ally via a combination of low¬ 
er spending and higher taxes. 
But can the U.S. government 
borrow to pay for disaster aid? 
Isn’t the government broke? 
Yes, it can, and, no, it isn’t. 
America has a long-run deficit 
problem, which should be met 
with long-run budget mea¬ 
sures. But it’s having no prob¬ 
lem at all borrowing to pay for 
current expenses. Moreover, 
it’s able to borrow funds at 
extremely low interest rates. 
Notably, right now the inter¬ 
est rate on the benchmark 
10-year U.S. government bond 
is only slightly more than half 
what it was in 2004 when Can¬ 
tor felt that it wasn’t necessary 
to pay for disaster relief. 

So the claim that fiscal re¬ 
sponsibility requires immedi¬ 
ate spending cuts to offset 
the cost of disaster relief is just 
wrong, in both theory and 
practice. As I said, it’s just a 
cover story for the real game 
being played here. Now, Can¬ 
tor may end up backing down 
on this one, if only because 
several of the hard-hit states 
have Republican governors, 
who want and need aid soon, 
without strings attached. But 
that won’t put an end to the 
larger issue: What will happen 
to America now that people 
like Cantor ore calling the 
shots for one of its two major 
political parties?^
